Both chambers 
made their decision, with respect to 
Japanese exclusion after Ambassa- 
dor Hanihara's letter defining the 
gentlemen's agreement and warning 
of "grave consequences" had been 
forwarded to congress, by Secretary 
Hughes, who, with President Cool- 
idge had consistently opposed en- 
actment of such a provision.

ing since their passage, at the 'VC'hite 
House and the state department. It

Minister MacDonald will refuse to 
acre* with France on a system of 
pledges to be taken in case Germany 
dfeaults in the execution of the ex- 
perts' plan. 


"Without 
an agreement in ad- 


vance on the 
ways and means of 


obliging tbe Germans to carry out 
the terms of the arrangement." said 
a spokesman for the foreign office 
today, "Germany would be the only 
country sure of getting any benefit 
from tne experts' project." 


There was no 
use, he added, In 


asking France, the most interested 
creditor of Germany, to give up a 
sure thing no matter how small, for 
so uncertain an eventuality as Ger- 
many's paying reparations without 
being obliged to do so. 


The French government, it is ex- 


plained, is heartily in favor of the 
experts' plan attho it realizes that 
all the initial benefit is for Ger- 
many. 
All France 
wants 
in ex- 


change for the 
acceptance of that 


plan, it was declared, is the assur- 
ance that France will get some ben- 
efit later. Germany, it is held here, 
remains unconverted and indisposed 
to pay anything she is not forced to 
pay. Hence it is argued the absence 
of an arrangement by which penal- 
ties would be applied automatically 
in case of default would make a set- 
tlement under the experts' plan in- 
effective.
